Hon, Mr. Fallow determined 
the Ottawa conference that the 
tal Dominion allowance to Alberia 
for this purpose was $400,000, 
though $542,000 had been voted in 
Alberta estimates for new highway 
construction, 

‘When Hon. Mr. Fallow arrived 
at Ottawa he was informed of the 
decision made by the Dominion and 
there was really no reason for his 
being summoned east,” said the 
premier. 

Hon. Mr. Fallow, interviewed on 
the subject, pointed out that the 
$542,000 voted in the provincial es- 
limates, plus the $400,000 
granted by Ottawa, would enable 
the government to proceed with its 
highway program on a curtailed 
basis. 

Asked as to the possible disburse- 
nent of the money, the minister 
said that it would permit expendi- 
ure of $150,000 to complete the 
Jasper highway: $75,000 to finish 
vard-surfacing of the Calgary-Banff 
nighway; 
stretch from Lethbridge to Picture 
Butte and Iron Springs and $600,000 
for reconstruction of the Edmonton- 
Caigary trail between this city and 
Wetaskiwin. which project was an- 
nounced prior to his going to 
Ottawa

VIENNA, May 12.—A million trained-to-the-minute soldiers, armed with the latest 
inventions in death-dealing devices, are marking time in the Danubian and Balkan coun- 
tries. They are in readiness for any surprise upheaval that may herald 
the greatest holocaust of all time. Austria has revealed her apprehen- 
sions by rushing through a general conscription plan, to swell the ranks 


of the 38,000 men who now form her army. 
In due course, Austria will add some thousands of youthful recruits 


to her armed forces, and the time may soon come when she will have 


about 150,000 well-trained soldiery or gendarmerie. 
Even so, her strength in the field will be small compared with the 


powerful armies which some of her neighbors — Yugoslavia, Czecho- 
slovakia, Italy and Germany could rush into action. In comparison 
with the grey hordes of the Austro- Hungarian Empire, Austria’s pre- 
sent-day military might is but a shadow.

TORONTO, May 12.—If the 
League of Nations wishes to re- 
vive its power, there must be eco- 
nomic conferences to iron out 
economic difficulties among na- 
tions and then talk of peace and 
disarmament, Dr. Toyohiko Kag- 
awa, Japanese Christian leader, 
said at a meeting here Monday. 
The fundamental cause of all the

clared. “Let us talk more of appli- 
cation of Christian brotherhood in 
industry and commerce. Otherwise 
there will be no end of talk of wars. 
| What we need is to have the spirit 
| of Christ applied to industry and

Dr. Kagawa, discussing “Peace 
on the Pacific,” said there was no 
fear of Japanese invasion of the 
| United States, “What we need is 
better understanding between na- 
tions,” he said. “Japan has no bad 
feeling towards the United

| cently-enacted law providing any 

Japanese expressing bitterness to- 

ward the United States should be 

imprisoned. ‘That bill is still in

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Goitre 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Goitre is a disease said to have been found 
in every country in the world, and many the- 
ories have been advanced as to its cause. For 
a long time it was supposed that the absence 
of iodine in food was responsible for this con- 
dition, and this idea undoubtedly has a large 
measure of truth in it. How- 
ever, lack of food iodine can 
not be the sole cause of 
goitre inasmuch as the dis- 
ease is present in women 
about six or eight times as 
frequently as in men and pre- 
sumably, both sexes get 
about the same amount of 
iodine. 

The fact that goitre is pre- 


Dr. F. McCoy Valent in Switzerland and 
other mountainous districts 
where people do not obtain much iodine in 


their drinking water food would seem to 
prove the theory that the absence of iodine is 
the principal cause but this still does not ex- 
plain the occurrence of goitre in districts close 
to the seashore, where plenty of food iodine is 
ingested. I believe that at least two factors are 
at work in producing the enlargement of the 
thyroid gland known as a goitre; the first fac- 
tor is the lack of iodine and the second factor 
is the presence of some cause which interferes 
with the iodine being properly used by the 
thyroid gland when it is present in a sufficient 
amount in the food taken. After studying these 
causes in which such an enlargement was pro- 
duced, it seems to me that the most important 
common cause of goitre is the excessive use of 
starch. 

It is well known that the thyroid gland is 
slightly larger in women than in men and that 
during certain periods of a woman’s life this 
gland becomes larger than it is ordinarily. In 
fact, many goitres in women are associated with 
some one of the special disorders of women. 
In about one-sixth of the cases, the accumula- 
tion of toxic substances in the thyroid which 
cause it to become enlarged, must be consider- 
ed at least a contributing cause. 

The thyroid is one of the ductless glands 
which has provided material for much medical 
research and probably more is known abotu the 
action of the thyroid than of the other en- 
docrine glands, such as the pituitary, adrenals, 
jarathyroid, and gonads. The thyroid gland is 
situated at the base of the throat in front of the 
windpipe, is shaped very much like two small 
kidneys, one at either side and connected across 
the front. Experiments have shown that it is a 
regulator of other glands and certainly too 
much of the thyroid glands wili cause a speed- 
ing up of metabolism, while too little will slow 
down metabolism

There are several forms of thyroid derange- 
ment; however, the “simple” goitre is one of the 
most common. In this type of thyroid disturb- 
ance, the gland becomes many times larger 
than normal. Even the laymen can recognize 
this trouble by the unsightly enlargement 
the front of the neck
